WEISS at a bank on the Bowery and give WEISS a contribution of 4100 .

I I advised on 9/10/54 the following Information 

concerning the National Renaissance Party and Its members: 

This informant stated that the NRP would have a meeting 
on 9/10/54 at the Dauphin Cafe, 47th Street and Broadway, NYC. 
He stated that several hundred cards announcing this meeting 
had been mailed out using the title Citizens for M2 CARTHY as 
had been done for the last meeting which was held at the 
Club 32. 


The informant stated that at this last meeting several 
individuals in the audience had arose and protested vigorously^ 
the use of Senator HC CARTHY’S name in connection with this 
organization, which was obviously anti-Semitic and opposed 
to the things that Senator MC CARTHY stood for. 

The informant added that JAMES MADOLE had stated that 
he did not oare what people thought about his using MC CARTHY'3 
name or whether the Senator liked it or not. He said that 
it was a good way to get publicity for the NRP and that they 
were able to get meeting halls by using euoh a name. 

The informant stated that FRED WEISS had stated that 
WEST HOOKER had agreed to speak at the NRP meeting scheduled 
for 9/10/54* WEISS stated that he feels that HOOKER will 
be able to aid PADOLE in his projecting to publicly# the 
NRP through the use of MC CARTHY*S name because of his 
violent manner of speaking. The informant added that after 
the last meeting of the NRP, JAMES MADOLE had been fired from 
his job because his employer learned that he was head of the

The informant stated that FRED WEISS had advised,

WEISS also indicated thatNLARRY SESTITO was aiding 
him in preparing this information and in faot was working 
very closely with WEISS in all matters.

Informant stated that tha latest meeting of tho NRP 
was held at tho apartment of JAMES MADOLE on 9 A o/54 > He 
stated those present were MADOLK, MOST AC CIO , RUDDEH, DUFFY, 

HASS SMITH, MAMA TRUHILL, D»A1»EL0, F. C. WEISS, and DE PORTDROCfcA, 
a friend of WEISS, about sixty years old who spoke with a 
pronounced German acoent and is believed to be Austrian. 


During this meeting MADOLK set forth the outline 
for a plan to increase Party membership and Improve its financial 
position. He stated that they should start working with twenty- 
five block leaders and that eaeh leader should select twenty-five 
members for hie group. He further stated that eaeh member 
selected would be required to contribute Cl.00 per month and 
Cl.00 to join the HRP. He stated this would make $625.00 
In tho first month for membership and an additional $625.00 
for initiations. He added that in future months they oould 
produce as many as 50tiLoCk leaders.

lie stated that the Information which previously hadbeen 
furnished concerning a meeting of the NRP at the Hotel Empire 
on 10/1/54 is incorrect. He stated that the meeting will now 
be held at tlio Cornish Arms Hotel, 311 West 23**d Street, HYG, 
on 10/2/54. He stated that JAMES MADOLE sent out several 
hundred cards signed by the "Petrlots far Me Carthy" to 
publicize this meeting. The informant was unable to advise 
whether any new speakers would be utilized at tills meeting* 

The informant stated that the November issue of "Expose" 
had come out this week and contained the third in a 'ories of 
four articles by KEITH THOMPSON entitled, "I Am an American 
Fascist". This article contains information concerning the NRP 
and its operations during 1953 and 1954 when EMANUEL TRUJILLO 
entered tho Tarty. It also includes infoimation regarding JAIIES 
SHELDON, Director of the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, ana 
states thrt he furnished various payments to TR JILLO for the 
operation of the NRP.

He stated the National Renaissance Party held a public 
meeting on 10/2/54 at the Cornish Arms Hotel, 311 West 
23rd Street, NYC, He said this meeting was held under 
the auspices of the Patrolts for MC CARTHY as had previously 
been done. 

Informant stated that all the regular members were 
in attendance at this meeting as well as POLZIN and BARRON 
of Philadelphia, He stated about forty people attended 
In all and a collection was taken amounting to about thirty 
five or forty dollars. 

Informant stated the principle speakers were JAMES I4AD0LE, 
JOSEPH RlfDDEN and one HAC1IIA (phonetic), a member of the anti- 
Vlvisectlon Society, who is a friend of DANIEL KURTZ and 
stated that MC CARTHY would be the next president of the U.S. 

Informant also stated that the girl who has been seen 
recently with TRUHILL is PAT WARD, He stated that TRUHILL 
had aided her in pawning a mink coat for three hundred dollars, 
and that TRUHILL In turn gave this pawn ticket to FREDERICK 
WEISS for a'.loan of one hundred and fifty dollafa. Informant stated 
that PAT WARD later repaid WEISS this one hundred and fifty 
dollars and reclaimed her pawn ticket. The informant was unable 
to state any reason why TRUHILL and PAT WARD are associating 
together but Indicated that they have been seen at several of 
the National Renaissance Party meetings* 

Informant also stated that oil 9/30/54 a meeting of the 
National Renaissance Party was held at the home of ilADOLE, 

He stated that among the persons present was WEST HOOKER, . 

BOOKER read a document to the assemblage which he had attempted

He stated that the last meeting of the NRP was held 
at the Cornish Arms Hotel on 10/15/54* that JAMES MAD OLE had Btated 
this will be the last meeting of the NRP and the next meetings will 
be held under another banner, Ifce Informant stated that this 
statement was motivated by the fact that WEST HOOKER had guaranteed 
MAD0U3 a minimum of $30,00 per week for operation of the NRP in 
addition to paying for the printing and mailing of postcards and 
announcements of Party meetings. 

v/It was HOOKER'S idea to ohange the name of the NRP 
to the united States Nationalist Party, and he Intended to assume 
complete control of the Party, 

MADOLE stated at a later meeting of the NRP on 10/21/54# 
that he had decided against joining forces with HOOKER, inasmuch 
as it was absolutely Impossible for him to go along with HOOKER 1 s 
ideas, '. He stated that HOOKER had a plan to attaek the Pope in 
Rome for working with the Jews and that such a plan would ruin 
the NRP, inasmuch as they had many Catholics on their mailing 
list who would withdraw if such attacks were to be made. 

When It was decided that HOOKER oould not take over 
the NRP, he stated he would form his own organisation and requested 
mailing Hats from MAD0I£, who refusadilto give them to him. The 
Informant also stated that HOOKER also requested a mailing list 
from CONDE M C G INIJSYj Editor of the newspaper, "Common Sense" in 
Union, New Jersey, but was also refused,'. 

*/ The lnfonaant stated that HOOKER also requested EDWARD 
PLBCKENSTEIN to provide him with the mailing list of the Voters' 
Alliance, but FISC KENSTEIN also refused him. 

The informant stated that it appeared that MADOLE 
would continue the NRP under the old setup, and had plans to 
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hold his next meeting on 11/12/54 at the Cornish Arms Hotel. 

He stated that HOOKER also plans to hold a meeting of his group 
at the Mldaton Hotel on 11/5/54* 

The Informant stated that HOOKER had requested known 
members of thp NRP to come over and Join his group* but all re¬ 
fused except 'TOUTS MOSTACCIO, Who the Informant stated was still in 
the employ of JAMES SHELDON* leader of the Anti-Nazi League. 

The Informant stated that FREDERICK WEISS had met with 
MADOLE several times during the past week and dlsousoed plans with 
him concerning a picket line to be established when Chancellor 
ADENAUER visits New York City. WEISS stated that he had had 
leaflets prepared which he desired to be distributed by the pickets 
and had told MAD0I2 to pick five or six men from the NRP to carry 
placards and distribute these leaflets. 

The informant stated that MADOLE had Indicated thet 
JOE RUDDSN had aeoured a tuxedo and Intended entering the banquet 
room at Columbia university on Saturday evening* where A DEN AUER 
was to be honored, and intended to distribute anti-ADENAUER leaf¬ 
lets. 



The informant stated, however, that WETSS, MADOLE and 
RUDDSN would probably meat on 10/29/54 to make final arrangements 
concerning the picketing.

who is the National Leader. Principal activity of the Party 
during the period of this report ha3 been holding of public 
meetings in various NYC hotels under the name. Patriots for 
MC CARTHY, Principal members of the Party appear to be 
JAMES MADOLE, JOSEPH RUDDEN and FREDERICK WEISS. mANA 
TRUHILL has been ousted from the Party. It appears that 
both JAMES SHELDON and FREDERICK WEISS have withdrawn 
financial support from the Party and it is in need of funds. 
No new issue of the ''National Renaissance Bulletin” has been 
published in recent months. No indication that the Par-ty 
has succeeded in establishing group^-Au other^jw.-t-i'ea or has 
affiliated with any other organ iz^rtfiora.^.— 


The National RenEpJSfpance Party will hereinafter 
be referred to in this rerort as the NRP.

A. GENERAL ACTIVITIES 0

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that the NRP continues to maintain its Headquarters at 10 
West 90th Street, New York City in the apartment of JAj'IES 
H. MADOLE, who is the National Leader of the Party. He 
stated that the Party has been unsuccessful in obtaining 
any permanent Headquarters or in obtaining a permanent 
meeting hall. 

He stated that the principal.activity of the Party 
during the pa^t several months has been in the holding of 
public meetings at various hotels in New York City. He 
stated that these meetings have been held under the name of 
Patriots for MC CARTHY and that approximately 600 cards 
have been mailed out announcing these meetings. 


| | further stated that the principal members of 

the Party at this time appeared to be JAMES MADOLE, JOSEPH 
RUDDEN and FREDERICK WEISS, inasmuch as these individuals 
have engaged in all the activity for the holding of the 
public meotings. 


I_I further indicated that it appears that both 

JAMES SHELDON and FREDERICK WEISS have withdrawn their 
financial support from the Party and it is in need of funds 
He stated that due to this lack of funds, the Party has not 
published or distributed any literature in the past several 
months and has not published the bulletin in several months 


| | stated that MADOLE continues to hold regular 

meetings of tne Party members at his apartment on Thursday 
evenings, which arc attended by approximately ten individuals 
Ke stated that during these meetings, some political 
discussions are held but that they also arc of a social 
nature. 


He stated that during a mooting held at MADOLE's 
apartment on September 16, 1934- that MADOLE had set forth 
the outline of a plan to increase the Party membership 
and improve its financial position. He said that it was 
MADOLE»s idea that they would start working with 23 block 
leaders and that c-ach loader would select 23 members for 
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his group. MADOLE explained that each member selected 
would be required to contribute vl per month and an additional 
dollar to join the NRP. He stated that this would make 
$625 during the first month of membership and an additional 
$625 for initiations. MADOLE stated that in the future 
they could produce as many as ^0 block leaders . The 
informant added that nothing further has boen done concerning 
this plan to expand the Party and it is very evident that 
such a plan would not be workable for the NRP. 


| | also indicated that MADOLE had stated that 
the NRP would soon have to cease using the name of Senator 
MC CARTHY in mailing out invitations to its public meetings 
inasmuch as the Jewish organizations were putting pressure 
on MC CARTHY to denounce the NPR , 


MADOLE also indicated that it would be increasingly 
difficulty to obtain meeting halls if they could not use 
MC CARTHY's name in connection with these mootings. 


|_| also stated that MADOLE had been visited 

by members of the New fork State Joint Legislative Comm.ittoo 
on Charitios and Philanthropic Organizationa, who wore 
accompanied by New York State Trooper and that they had 
asked many questions about the NRP, including the names of 
its contributors and the amounts contributed. MADOLE refused 
to give them this informtion and also refused to answer 
questions rogarding MANA TRUHILL and RUTH ROSS, 


It is noted that the ’’Now York Journal American" 
on September 4» 1954 contained a column by HOWARD RUSHMORE 
concerning the NRP»s use of Senator MC CARTHY's name in 
connection with its mootings. 

, The ”American Hebrew Newspaper 11 on September 3, 
19.54 a .130 contained an article by JAMES H. SHELDON, which 
stated that the neo-Nazi NRP had been camouflaging its 
activities under 1 the title.

THOMPSON which gave a brief history of the NRP as well 
as information that the Anti-Defaraation League and the 
Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League were supporting the NRP 
with financial aid. 

JAMES H. SHELDON, Head of the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, New York City, stated in July, 1954 that 
it wa3 difficult to estimate tho size or importance of the 
NRP but that he would estimate that it had several hundred 
supporters in the New York area. He further stated that 
about 50 or 75 people attend the Party’s public, meetings 
and that a great many people send in contributions to 
support the work of the NRP. He stated the Party had 
a large, mailing list of many thousands of names which were 
used in sending out its literature and soliciting funds. 
SHELDON stated that he had never furnished any money 
to the Party's support but that he had employed EMMANUEL 
j, TRUJILLO to report on the Party's activities. 

' / IIe stated that he had employed TRUJILLO from 
October, 1953 to about June, 1954 anci undoubtedly some of 
the money which he had given TRUJILLO had been used for tho 
Party's work. Ho stated, however, that TRUJILLO'S use¬ 
fulness in the NRP was now at an end and he would no longer 
furnish money for Party activities. 

FREDERICK WEISS stated on September 23, 195.4 
that he had first met JAMES MAD'OLE in 1946 and had been 
friendly with him since that time, . Ho stated that during 
tho past 5 years, he had furnished botween 'j£00 and ^600 
\ to MADOLE for tho Party's uso but that ho did not believe 
\in tho ideas advanced by the Party or in tho methods which 
‘they used to advance the,so ideas. 

WEISS explained that his only purpose in associating 
with the NRP and supporting it was to utilizo it as a 
vehicle for the publication and distribution of his writings. 
Ho stated tho Party had a vory largo mailing list and 
individuals who would work at the preparation and 
distribution of literature. WEISS said that he was able to 
get many of his pamphlots distributed this way and that ho 
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was able to get his articles published in the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin" which the Party distributed. 

"WEISS stated that he believed MAD OLE to be a 
pathological case and completely fanatical on the idea of 
anti-Semitism. WEISS said he had novor agreed with MADOLE's 
political thinking. ’VEISS stated that the NRP operates 
on the small amount of money it receives from contributions 
and collections rocoivcd at its public meeting.s. He 
stated that the NRP has a very small membership in New York 
City and that it has no other groups in the United States. 

WEISS says he believes that the Partly will never 
amount to anything a3 a political force and that without 
MADOLE *3 zoalousncss that it would collapse. WEISS said 
that he has nover directed the activities of the NRP and 
has novor had any control over MADOLE. WEISS further.stated 
that he was contemplating withdrawing all financial 
aid from MADOLE inasmuch as he recently had obtained the 
Party's mailing list and would henceforth distribute his 
literature himself.

Club 32, 32 East 32nd Street, New York City on August 27, 1954* 
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He stated that approximately 100 people 
attended this meoting, which had boon advertised by mailing 
post cards under the caption, Americans for MC CARTHY. 

The informant stated that the majority of the people at 
this mooting actually bcliovod they were attending a 
MC CARTHY rally. He stated there was a great doal of furor 
when MADOLE began his speech on the anti-Semitic theme 
and said very little about MC CARTHY. 


JOHN MC MANUS, owner of Club 32, stated that 
JOSEPH RUDDEN had arranged for the MC CARTHY lmeting at 
his hall. He stated that due to the nature of the meeting, 
which was subsequently held, that he would not permit 
this -group to hold any further meetings in his establishment 


J ptated that the NRP held a public meeting 
B'CY’ it), 195>i-!- at the Hotel Dauphin, Broadway and 
67 th Street, New York City under the name, Patriots 
for MC CARTHY. Ho said that from 35 to 75 people were 
in attendance during the evening and that approximately 
$JLj.O was rccoived from the collection. 


He 3tatod that old issues of the NRP bulletin 
wore distributed and tho usual anti-Semitic speeches were 
made by MADOLE and RUDDEN. 


|_Istatod that the-NRP held public meetings 

on October 2, 195^1- and on October 15, 195^1- at the Cornish 
Arms Hotel, 3H West 23rd Street. He stated that both 
of thoso meetings wore under the auspices .of the Patriots 
for MC CARTHY and wero attended by approximately 30 to 50 
pooplo.

I statod that the National Renaissance 
Bulletin 1 had not been published in tho last several months 
due to the fact that WEISS would not furnish finances 
for it as well as the fact that MADOLE had been unsuccessful 
in locating a publisher for the Party’s literature.

with various nationalist groups in Germany. He also statod 
that FRUHTLL had contemplated a trip throughout Southern 
United States to contact nationalist loaders but his plan 
had been cancelled and inasmuch as TRUHILL is no longer a 
member of the Party, no other efforts have b'oen made to 
contact other groups.

MXC, on 10/30/54, to 
protest Ghanoellor ESIBAD ADEHAUER's appearance In Mew York 
City. 

Informant stated that WEISS had first indicated to 
MADOLE that he shomld get five or six members of the Vatlonal 
Renaissance Party to carry signs and distribute literature 
on a p icket line, but that later it was decided that only 
JSSVH RUDDER would appear In connection with the picket line 
or the Irish Mlnuteaen whi ch w as established at the Waldorf 
in protest of Queen ELIZABETHS appearance In the Whited States. 

The Informant stated thdt subsequently RUDDER 
appeared in this line carrying a sign which read "Jo e McCarthy 
Fought The Reds" and some further writing about CHURCHILL 
dealing with the Rede.

New York, was to be a third party which 
would issue a definite and clear-cut statement of 
policy and not be full of compromises. 

It stated that present Republican and Democratic 
Parties appear to be controlled by the same clique. 

Informant stated that VIST HOOKER had decided to 
form this party after he had been unsuccessful In gaining 
control of the National Renaissance Party, and he decided that 
its present membership would not suit his purposes.

MADOLE, (FNU) DACCI, KURT MERTIO, CARL SCHMIDT, FRED 
POLZIN, LOUIS MOSTACCIO, Mrs. MADOLE, 

The informant stated that MADOLE was very unhappy about 
the poor turnout and his speech lacked its usual fire. He 
did state, however, that he advocated a complete break with 
the Party and especially a break with the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights, which he said were promulgated by ancient 
people and were documents completely out moded, and which no 
longer filled the countries needs. He stated that what was 
needed was a "corporate state" and that he was going ahead 
forming such a party, which would include semi-uniform 
personnel and a iron clad discipline. 


DACCI spoke briefly concerning the MC CARTHY censor 
issue and stated we should run MC CARTHY.for President in 195ff* 

KURT MERTIO disagreed with MADOLE during his speech 
and stated that the Constitution and Bill of Rights are the 
greatest documents ever devised.

He atated that JAMES MADOLE, leader of the NRP, is very 
much concerned over the recent publicity which hiB organisation 
received as a result of the House Un-American Activities report 
on neo-fascist organisations.

The Informant stated that FREDERICK WEISS had told MADOLB 
that the ADL was not Interested in the NRP but had wanted the 
Hhuse Committee to go after GERALD SMITH and JOE KAMP, notorious 
Nationalists.

A. GENERAL ACTIVITIES OF THE NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP 


| I of known reliability, stated in January, 

19# that the NRP maintains Its headquarters at Apartment 8, 
10 West 90th Street, New York City. He stated that this 
is the apartment of JAMES H, MADOLE, who is the National 
Director and resides there with his mother, Mrs, GRACE 
MADOLE. He stated that the Party uses a mailing address 
of Post Office Box 137> Planetarium Station, New York 24, 

New York. He further advised that the principal activities 
of the NRP during the past three months has been the 
holding of public meetings under the name Patriots for 
McCarthy and the mailing of various Party publications. 

He stated that among these publications was the Party*s 
answer to the House Un-American Activities Committee 
Report, the January, 1955 issue of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin" and various other announcements of 
meetings to be held by the Party. 

The New York "Times" dated December 15, 1951+ 
carried a story under the headline "House Panel Aims at 
Hate Groups" in which it was stated that the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities was expected to 
approve a report striking at Neo-Fascist and extreme right 
groups. It further stated that a formal request was 
expected within a week for the Attorney General to open 
grand jury proceedings against the NRP. 

A preliminary report on Neo-Fascist and hate 
groups dated December 17, 1954 was prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, Washington, D.C, This report 
stated that the NRP, an avowed Fascist organization, 
centers its activities on the dissemination of Fascist 
propaganda through the Bulletin, other printed literature 










"ANSWER: The NRP Is the only extreme right-wing movement 
in America with’a positive political, racial, 
and economic program to fit the needs of the masses on a 
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and through street-oorner oratory. It stated that the 
program and propaganda of the NRP Is virtually borrowed 
wholesale from the Fascist and Nazi dictators. The 
conclusion of the Committee Is that, although a decline In 
the Party* s activities was evidenced in 1954 and the 
NRP's Influence is of a relatively restricted nature, 
however, "such organizations have no place in the American 
scene, and the full force of exposure and prosecution 
must be employed to eradicate them." 

I [ stated in January, 1955 that JAMES MADOLE b2 
had written an answer to this House Un-American Activities 
Report which was mimeographed and mailed to newspapers and 
members of the Party. Portions of this letter are set out 
below: 

"National Renaissance Party Answers Cowardly Attacks By 
The House Un-American Activities Committ’ee" 

"The House Un-American Activities Committee, 
conveniently forgetting the Communist menace gnawing at 
America’s vitals, launched a cowardly and totally unwarranted 
attack on the National Renaissance Party this week. Our 
party, whose only crime lies in the indoctrination of 
American youth with fanatical patriotism, Christian 
morality, and racial pride, was viciously accused of intent 
to overthrow the American government by force and violence. 
Absolutely no hearings were held before the committee and 
our organization was given absolutely no opportunity to 
defend Itself, In fact all precedent was broken by 
allowing the committee*3 staff report to leak out to the 
Press before it had even been approved by a majority and 
passed upon. 


"We should like to sum up our 3tory as follows: 


"I, Why did the committee pick on the National Renaissance 
Party rather than some of the larger, better financed 
right-wing organizations? 






bread and butter basis. Also, the NRP is the only nationalist 
movement in America to attract the national youth and 
workers. We have fought the Communists on their own 
grounds, the slum sections of New York, and very often won 
by using their own techniques against them, 

"The Nationalist movement in America has been 
constantly plagued with religious fanticism and antiquated, 
reactionary slogans such as: "Back To The Constitution", 

"Back To The Republic," and "Christ And Country", The 
American youth and workers are not interested looking to 
the past when they must live in the present and work toward 
the future. Whereas Fascism, National Socialism, and 
Palangism have offered thein people a creative program 
based on the economic and racial needs of the youth and the 
workers; American Nationalism has attracted only the aged, 
backward looking, and very often the mentally unstable 
elements of society.

When every selection shows a growing public apathy towards 
elections and their results; is it possible that these 
decrepid parliamentarians expect their mad avarice for 
gold and votes to perpetuate them in office forever? The 
Republican-and Democratic Parties have combined to betray 
the interests of the American people. Both are Internationa 
alist in word and deed. 

"These traitorous political hacks know full well 
that given half an opportunity, the American people would 
vote them out of office and indict many cf them for outright 
treason.

"Our slogan repeated at many of our street 
meetings has been: "ballots, not bullets". As for our 
program, and particularly the controversial point 8 which 
calls for the abolition of parliamentary government and the 
substitution of government by a trained notional-minded 
elite, it Is no more radical than that of the Socialist 
Workers Party, which appears perenially on the New York 
State ballot. Slnoe when has it become Illegal to present 
a non-domocratio program to the American electorate. How 
does this violate the Smith Act? When has an NRP official 
over called for a violent overthrow of the American 
Government? Who let this report leak out to the Press 
before the committee chairman had even seen it? Why has 
our movement been openly accused of subversion without a 
hearing by this committee? Have these politicians 
adopted the Moscow methods of their alleged Red enemies to 
silence their opponents? 

"In conclusion let us state that if Congress 
defines subversion as any activity detrimental to the 
welfare of the American people, they should immediately 
launch investigations of President Eisenhower, the U. S.

I I stntcd in January, 195£ that JAMES MADOLE. 
is very much concerned over the recent publicity which 
his organization has received as a result of the House 
Un-American Activities Report. MADOLE has stated that he 
believes the Anti-Defamation Leagu e is responsible for 
having this report prepared. I I stated that FREDERICK 
WEISS has told MADOLE that the Anti-Defamation League was 
not interested in the NRP but had wanted the House Committee 
to investigate other notorious Nationalists such as JOE 
KAMP and GERALD SMITH. WEISS further indicated to MADOLE 
that it was the American Jewish Committee that had urged 
the Government to investigate the NRP and that these 
attacks were the result of MADOLE’s Party program which 
Included as Point 8 the idea of doing away with parliamentary 
-government and setting up a corporate state. 

WEISS also added that certain statements which 
MADOLE had made in the NRP mootings concerning "putting 
all Jews Into concentration camps and giving the Jows six 
inches of steel" had caused a demand for investigation of 
the NRP.

The Informant also indicated that WEISS has 
recently been preparing an article which will include 
information about Siberia which he is obtaining from a 
book entitled "Sibirien" by PFEIFFER which was published 
In Berlin in 1952. He 3tated that this is e piece of 
pro-Soviet propaganda written ns a warning to America 
about the rising power of Russia which is designed by the 
Reds to warn the Western nations not to start a 
preventative war against Russia in the hope that the 
co-existence policy will eventually bo fatal to the 
capitalistic states.

WEISS had said that in the event of prosecution of the 
NRP that more people would be implicated than just; MADOLE 
and WEISS and said that many members of tho NRP were 
employed by SHELDON, Including TRUHILL, LOUIS MOSTACCIO, 
FRED'D’ANGELO and LARRY SESTITO. WEISS had Indicated that 
the Jewish organizations would not bo so likoly to urge 
prosecution of the NRP when it could bo shown that thoy had

I_I of unknown reliability but who Is in a 

position to observe JAMES MADOLE*s activities, stated in 
January, 1955 that MADOLE holds meetings practically 
every Thursday night which ere attended by about ten or 
fifteen persons. He stated that these meetings are usually 
quite noisy, but he was unable to furnish information as 
to who attends them or what transpires at the meetings. 

] stated In November, 1954 that the NRP had 
held a meeting under the title PATRIOTS FOR MC CARTHY on 
November 9 , 1954 at Werdermans Hall, 160 Third Avenue, 

New York City, He stated that about thirty-two people 
were present and that MADOLE made his usual anti-semitlc 
speech attacking the Anti-D efama tion League and the 
politicians In Washington, 1 I said that JOE RUDDEN had 
also made a speech urging the people to sign the petitions 
for MCCARTHY and pointed out that the ten million names to 
be collected would serve as a wedge for the people of this 
country to form a new party and break the strangle hold 
that the old parties had on the United States. He stated 
that KURT MERTIG also spoke praising MCCARTHY, and that a 
collection of only $10.75 was obtained which resulted In 
a net loss to the Party of about $27. 
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I | stated in December, 1954 that the NRP held 
a meeting on December 3, 1954 under the title PATRIOTS FOR 
MC CARTHY at Werdermans Hall, 160 Third Avenue, New York 
City, He stated that only about twelve people were present 
including KURT MERTIG, LOUIS MOSTACC IO an d FREDERICK 
POLZIN of Parkesburg, Pennsylvania* I I said, that MADOLE b. 
was very unhappy about the poor turnout for this meeting, 
and in a speech advocated a break with the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights which he said were completely 
outmoded and no longer filled the country’s needs, 

MADOLE said that what was needed was a corporate state 
and that he was going ahead forming such a party which would 
include semi-uniform personnel and an iron-clad discipline. 

I 1 said that first name unknown DACCI spoke 
briefly concerning the MCCARTHY - censor issue and stated 
the NRP should run McCAPTHY - for President in 1956. MERTIG 
spoke briefly in disagreemtnt with MADOLE stating the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights are the greatest 
documents ever devised. 

I I said that only about $5 was collected but that 
WEISS had given MADOLE $20 to oover the expenses of the 
meeting, 1 I said that MADOLE had sent out 800 postcards 
inviting people to this meeting of the PATRIOTS FOR 
MC CARTHY.

1954 that he hBd not seen FREDERICK WEISS in several months

He stated that WEISS had formerly- 
ordered the "National Renaissance Bulletin" to be 
published by that firm but now owes the company some money 
for previous printing orders.

I [ indicated in January/ 1955 that MADOLE had 
the above firm print 500 copies of the January, 1955 issue 
of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" which consisted of 
nine mimeographed pages. The only article in this 
bulletin was one entitled "The Destiny of America" by 
JAMES H. MADOLE, which was anti-semitio in nature. 

I I stated In November, 1954 that anti-semitic 
pamphlets which had been printed at Cooper Press, 7 Dutch 
Street, New York City, were distributed by members of the 
NRP under the direction of FREDERICK WEISS on 
October 30, 1954 in the vicinity of the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel. These leaflets were Intended to be a protest of the 
appearance of Ge rman Chancellor KONRAD ADENAUER in New 
York City. I I said that WEISS Initially had intended 
the NRP to picket the hotel but later decided to have 
JOSEPH RUDDEN join the picket line of the Irish Minutemen 
which was established at the Waldorf Astoria at the same 
time in protest of Q ueen Elizabeth*s appearance in the 
United States. I I said that when RUDDEN was ousted from 
this picket line, he joined other members of the NRP at 
a nearby corner where they distributed the anti-ADENAUER 
literature. 


3. Other NRP Groups in the United States 

I I stated in January, 1955 that at present there 
is no indication that the NRP has succeeded in establishing 
any other groups in.cities outside of New York City. He 









stated, however, that | I of Parkesburg, 

Pennsylvania, continues to attend liRP meetings in New York 
City and has frequently indicated he desired to form a 
branch of the NRP in the Philadelphia area. 


Affiliation with Other Groups

of German Nationalists in Berlin, Germany, and had been b 

sentenced in May, 1954 to six weeks in prison by the 
Berlin Second Criminal Court on charges of circulating 
alleged propaganda. These charges were made against SCHOENBORN 
when he was still the head of the Working Association, 

Nation Europe, which was outlawed in early 1953 and had 
concerned itself with the publishing of anti-American 
propaganda. 

I b teted in November, 1954 that WEST HOOKER 
had made an unsu ccessf ul attempt to take over the leader¬ 
ship of the NRP. | | said, however, that MADOLE found 

it impossible to go along with HOOKER 1 s ideas, inasmuch 
as HGOKER planned to attack the Pope in Rome for working 
with the Jews. I I stated that HOOKER is a not orious 
anti-semite who resides in Larchmont, New York. | | said 

that when HOOKER was unable to utilize the NRP, he formed 
his own group entitled "The United States Nationalist 
Party." HOOKER attempted to get members of the NRP to 
join his new organization and also attemp ted to obtain their 
mailing list, but was unsuccessful. I I stated that 
there is no indication that the NRP would cooperate with 
HOOKER or ever affiliate with his group. 

Jadded that there is no other indication at 
the present time that the NRP would affiliate or cooperate 
with other nationalist groups.

Affer unjusf attacks on the Left, the Un-American Activities group hits the Right 


W hen in December 1954 the 
House Un-American Activi¬ 
ties Committee released its “Prelimi¬ 
nary Report on Neo-Fascist and Hate 
Groups,” there was a widespread 
tendency among democratic Ameri¬ 
cans to be relieved—and amazed. 
Since World War II, the controver¬ 
sial House group, under the leader¬ 
ship of Democrats Rankin and Wood 
and Republicans Thomas and Velde, 
bad trained its sights on the left 
wing alone; meanwhile, the Commit¬ 
tee seemed oblivious to the existence 
bf subversive forces on the far Right. 

On December 17, however, Har¬ 
old H. Velde (R.-Ill.), singing his 
swan song as Chairman, distributed 
to the press a 32-page document an¬ 
nouncing the Committee’s discovery 
that “those who support the extreme 
Right today- do as great a violence 
to our national institutions as do 
those on the extreme Left.” 

This document focuses all its at¬ 
tention on two small disruptive fac¬ 
tions: the neo-fascist National Ren¬ 
aissance Party (NRP), whose activ¬ 
ity is centered in Manhattan’s York- 
ville area, and the Christian Educa¬ 
tional Association of Union, New 
Jersey, publishers of the semi¬ 
monthly Common Sense. 

The NRP is a self-described fascist 
| organization, whose glassy-eyed 
Fiihrer, James H. Madole, praises 
Hitler on Yorkville’s street corners

as “the George Washington of Eu¬ 
rope.” The NRP’s “elite guard,” a 
half-dozen ludicrous youths, holds se¬ 
cret meetings attired in Nazi-like uni¬ 
forms. Madole proudly promotes his 
thesis that “the spirit of democracy 
is a glorification of weakness and 
cowardly conduct” and that this 
spirit “emerged from the Red ghettos 
of Eastern Europe and the Masonic 
lodges of France.” 

In 1954, Madole tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to rally wider support by form-

ing a new front group, Patriots for 
McCarthy. He promised an aggres¬ 
sive third party to challenge the 
Democrats and the GOP, both alleg¬ 
edly dominated by “alien anti-Chris¬ 
tian pressure groups.” (The Jews are 
accused of plotting all America’s 


misfortunes. Eisenhower is their chief 
agent at home, Adenauer their prize 
puppet in Germany.) 

The Un-American Activities Com¬ 
mittee recommends that the Madole 
group be prosecuted under the Smith 
Act for “its advocacy of force and 
violence.” Appeals to violence, says 
the report, constitute the “most 
vicious and dangerous aspect” of the 
NRP. In his printed literature, Ma; 
dole has “attempted to disguise sucfi 
appeals,” but in his speeches he has 
“discarded caution on a number of* 
occasions and boldly advocated ‘6 
inches of steel’ for America’s Jewish 
minority.” 

The second Committee target, the 
Christian Educational Association, 
publishers of Common Sense, is cited 
as an example of the “hate group,” 
defined as a group which conducts 
“hate campaigns against racial and 
religious minorities in the infamous 
tradition of the fascist dictatorships.” 
Common Sense is somewhat more 
important than the Madole coterie. 
Editor Conde McGinley maintains 
close ties with zealous fanatics across 
the country, and Common Sense 
serves as a sounding board for many 
of their bizarre notions. Frequent 
contributors include such veterans of 
the racist underworld as Mrs. Eliza¬ 
beth Dilling (Stokes) and Mrs. Lyrl 
Van Hyning of Chicago, Major Rob¬ 
ert H. Williams of Santa Ana, Cali¬ 
fornia, and Colonel Eugene N. Sanc¬ 
tuary of New York. According to 
Committee investigators, the paper’s 
paid circulation runs above 15,000,

' and more than 30,000 addilional^he 
copies are distributed regulaily.^^ 

Common Sense has many targets, 
as illustrated by these typical head¬ 
lines: “Rhodes Scholars—British 
Stooges,” “IIow Red Is Rabbi Hillel 
Silver?”, “Baruch Appoints Eisen¬ 
hower Cabinet.” The Jews are its 
chief scapegoat, and McGinley even 
approved of reports of anti-Semitism 
in the Soviet Union. One article car¬ 
ried in Common Sense asked: “If the 
Russian people wish to throw off 
their Jewish yoke, what right have 
we to criticize them?” 

Many people were puzzled by the 
, sudden switch in the Un-American 
; Activities Committee’s attention to 
( the radicals of the Right. Several fac- 
J tors apparently contributed to the 
appearance of the “preliminary re¬ 
port” at this particular time. 

Readers will recall that in 1953 
Velde and his colleagues found them¬ 
selves in a pathetic muddle. On 
March 17 of that year, Committee 
member Donald L. Jackson of Cali¬ 
fornia delivered a violent attack on 
Bishop G. Bromley Gxnam, who, ac¬ 
cording to Jackson, “served God on 
Sunday and the Communist front the 
other days of the week.” The accusa- 
. tion was absurd, and the fighting 
Methodist prelate invited combat. 
The clash came in an open hearing 
on July 21, and the overwhelming 
judgment of the nation’s press was 
that the Bishop won the day. 

Apparently, the Oxnam episode 
was not quite enough to teach the 
Velde group a lesson. In September 
1953, it released secret testimony 
maligning other distinguished men of 
the cloth. One witness, Benjamin 
Gitlow, had named among “minis¬ 
ters who carried out the instruction 
ol the Communist party or collabo¬ 
rated with it” two deceased Jewish 
leaders, Stephen Wise and Judah L. 
Magnes. Other Protestants above re¬ 
proach, notably John Haynes Holmes, 
were likewise slandered. Adherents 
of both faiths joined in an increas¬ 
ingly spirited counterattack. 

By November, the majority of the 
1 Congressional troupe had realized 


the foolhardiness of their efforts and ^ttlxnam hearing as Jackson’s guests, 
held out an olive branch. Velde During the same hearing, Commit- 


hailed organized religion as “the 
greatest single force combating Com¬ 
munism” and invited representative 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews to 
confer with him.-The annual report 
of the House Committee for 1953 
glided hastily over the Oxnam inci¬ 
dent, spoke in glowing terms of the 
loyalty of the clergy, and promised 
that “hate groups” would be a sub¬ 
ject of future investigation. 

The ironic truth is that the Un- 
American Activities Committee

would not have become involved in 
such a mess had certain of its key 
members not themselves been duped 
by forces antagonistic to interfaith 
harmony and good will. Ill-informed 
informants were supplemented by 
small groups of racial and religious 
fanatics who convinced the Commit¬ 
tee with their tall tales of Red in¬ 
trigue in high ecclesiastical circles. 
As one example, both Velde and 
Jackson listened credulously to the 
crackpot charges of a disgruntled 
handful of Protestants who hide be¬ 
hind the imposing name of the 
“American Council of Christian 
Churches.” Indeed, fivo ACCC 
“spokesmen,” led by a smooth-talk¬ 
ing evangelist, Edgar C, Bundy, took 
their places in the front row at the 


tee Counsel Robert L. Kunzig had 
quoted as an authority against Ox¬ 
nam the Reverend “Bob” Shuler of 
Los Angeles, who in 1950 stat ed his . 
desire “to see in the WhitcJJ^usea 
man who has the strengthTuic power, 
the virility, the courage, the ability, 
the Christianity, the conviction, the 
personality, and the love of country 
which I believe Gerald L. K. Smith 
has.”) 

The December report on neo- 
fascists and hate merchants is, in 
part, an obvious attempt to atone for J 
some of the damage done through j 
such practices and to clear the Com- I 
miltee’s name among thousands of 
influential citizens who had come to 
regard the majority of its members 
as ignorant dupes of anti-democratic 
elements. Also, Congressmen had 
been receiving extremist literature 
and were asking questions. Several • 
members of the House, among them 
Samuel W. Yorty of California and 
Jacob Javits of New York, were 
pressing for some sort of investiga¬ 
tion of this inflammatory material, i 
In addition, the Un-American Activi : | 
ties Committee, under Martin Dies, ‘ 
had a pre-World War II tradition of 
exposing the subversive Right. Doubt: „ t 
less a few members of Velde’s nine- 
man group sincerely wanted to resur¬ 
rect this tradition. 

The most encouraging aspect of 
the recent report is that it signifies 
that its sponsors have traveled a long 
way toward a more balanced view of 
the American scene. They finally rec¬ 
ognize that both Communism and 
right-wing extremism are antitheti¬ 
cal to democracy in America. There 
are at least two other merits of this 
particular document which, in the 
opinion of many, justify its publica¬ 
tion. 

First, it has been issued by the 
particular House committee enjoying 
the greatest prestige among ultra- 
conservative elements. This expose 
could do much to educate these ele¬ 
ments across the country. Citizens en¬

A. GENERAL ACTIVITIES CP THE NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

I 1 of known reliability, advised in b2 

October, 1953 that during the Summer of 1953 the NRP 
held public street meetings at various street corners 
in the Yorkville Section of New York City. He stated 
that these meetings were held on Friday evenings and 
were conducted by the NRP's leader, JAMES MADOLE. 

He stated that at these meetings, MADOLE 
and other sneakers, who varied from week to week, made 
anti-Semitic* pro-Fascist statements, and that Party 
literature was distributed. He stated that the last 
public outdoor meeting was held on October 16, 1953 
and that since that time the Party has been attempting 
to find an indoor meeting ball but so far has not been 
successful. 


This informant further indicated that 
FREDERICK WEISS, who is the real power behind the NRP, 
has recently indicated to MADOLE that he must get a 
new printer for Ms publications. The informant stated 
that >f ,r, ISS no longer wanted or would permit MADOLE to 
use ANTON STEIB who fomnerly had published the National 
Renaissance Bulletin. 

This informant stated that, whereas 
STEIB would not be allowed tc do the Party's printing, 
it was unlikely that any printing would be done at the 
present time as it was unlikely that they would be 
able to obtain a new printer. 

The informant stated th at WEISS and D7C 

MAD0L r were no longer in contact withlwho. 
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the informant stated, was a person in Kenosha, 'Wisconsin, 
who was alleged to represent the weathy group interested 
in furthering Nat3 onal Socialism. 

He stated that MALOLE h ad gone to Chicago 
in August, 1953 and had conferred wi th l ~ 1 rega rding 

a proposed tour through the Midwest which l I wcu Id 

finance. The informant stated that upon MALO LE'S _ 

return from that meeting it was apparent that I I 

had not been impressed by MADOIE and was no longer 
interested in utilizing him in this proposed tour. The 
informant sta ted that soon thereafter WEISS had received 
a letter from ! I stating that he was going to 

Canada and that WEISS should destroy all correspondence 
received from him and forget that he had ever been in b7c 

contact with WEISS or MALOLE regarding these matters. 

The informant stated that so f ar as he 
knows there has been no further contact with l I 

and he believes that l ~] group is no longer 

interested in the NRP"I 

This informant stated that within 
recent months the complexion of the NRP had changed 
In that several new leaders had arisen and were taking 
an active part In all of the Party's activities. 

He stated that EMftNUEL TRUJILLO and RUTH ROSS, whom 
he understood to be Communist Party members, had 
recently joined the NRP and now were in positions of 
leadership. 


The informant further added that It 
was his belief and he had heard rumors that these 
two persons were in the employment of one JA T/ iES SHELDON 
who is Head of the Non-Secte.r.ian Antl-^azi League In 
New York City. He stated he knew nothing further 
concerning the reasons for this or what SHELDON'S 
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connection with the NRP was. 

He did state that within the past few 
weeks, according to the "Newark Observer", SHELDON 
had given a speech before a Jewish women's group in 
New Jersey at which he stated the NPP had a membership 
of 7,000 in New York and a large membership throughout 
the country and that it was a great menace to the security 
of the country. 

1 advised in January, 19 p 4 that the 
NRP continues to list its national headquarters at k 

22l( East Main Street, Beacon, New York, which is the 
home of JAMES H, MALOLE, who has been the leader 
o r this organization since its inceotion. 

He stated that Party literature lists 
the New York Headquarters of the NRP as 54 Audubon 
Avenue, New York City, which is the apartment of 
EFM'JUEL TRUJILLO, who is known in the Party as MANA 
TRUIIILL. 

This informant stated that it Is 
becoming more and more apparent that the Communist 
Party element which entered the subject organization 
in the Spring of 1953 is acquiring complete control 
of the Party and its policies. 

The informant listed the persons whom 
he believes were connected with the Communist Party as: 

ElfBnJEL TRUJILLO 

RUTH ROSS 

JOSEPH MOSTACCIO 

JOHN LaNGROD, a new member 
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He stated that'.he believes that all of 
these people are working under the direct control of 
and with the financial backing of JAMES SHELLON. 

He stated that with the coming to power 
of these Communist elements in the Party the NRP line 
has been altered and is now almost comnletely one of 
anti-Semitiam, whereas formerly it was strongly 
Nationalistic as well as pro-Germen. 


|_|stated that.he believed that it was 

possible that SHELDON was fostering this group on one 
hand and propagandizing it as a threat to national 
security, while on the other hand he was assertedly 
combating such elements with his Anti-Nazi League 
and thereby was profiting financially. 

The informant added that WEISS, who 
has been a constant supnorter of the HRP and has 
advised MADOLEfor ‘many years, is supporting TRUJILLO 
in his attempt to gat control of the Party from 
MADOLE. He stated that WEISS has furnished both money 
and counsel to TRUJILLO in this endeavor. 

The informant stated that TRUJILLO has 
recently been busily engaged in sending out letters to 
members of the Party as well as other individuals in 
the New York City area praising the work done for the 
NRP by TRUJILLO and signing MALOLE'o name to this 
literature without MADOLE'S consent, 

I l advis ed in May, 105!| that the NRP 
which formerly had its national headquarters at Beacon, 
New York, hasmoved to 10 West 90th Street, New York City, 
which is the apartment of JA TJ TS HADOLK and his mother, 
GRACE MADOLE. 
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The Informant ^stated that MADOLE did 
not desire to have Party correspondence sent to this 
address and had attempted to obtain a post office box 
at 208 East 86th Street, New York City, but that the 
owners of this establishment, Kerekes Book Store, 
had refused on the grounds that the NRP was a political 
organization. 

n stated that a great deal of Party 
literature contains the address of EMMANUEL TRUJILLO, 
Apartment 3-G# 5k Audubon Avenue, New York City, and 
that a great volume of the Party's correspondence 
is sent to this address. 


|_| further stated that although the 

Party literature continues to carry MADOLE'S name 
as the National J->eader and he is referred to as such 
by the members of the Party, that in fact, TRUJILLO 
and WEISS completely dominate him and control the 
activities of the Party. 

| [stated that a great deal of mail 
arid contribute oriA which TRUJILLO receives at bis 
apartment are never seen by MADOLE. 

He also stated that WEISS, by means 
of controlling his contributions to MADOLE and the 
Party publications, is able to control MADOLE'S 
activities. 

Ne stated that in recent months 
the mailing of anti-Semitic literature by the Party 
has been greatly increased ard also that members of 
the Party, particularly TRUJILLO and ROSS, have been 
sending a considerable amount-of personal letter to 
individuals requesting contributions. 
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CD stated that Party meetings in the 
past few months have been confined to small groups 
held at apartments of the members, and a considerable 
number of these meetings have been held at TRUJILLO'S 
apartment on Thursday nights, and were attended by 
approximately ten people. He stated, however, that 
since MADOLE obtained an apartment In New York City 
in May, 1951-1, these meetings had been held at his 
apartment and extensive plans are being made by 
MADOLE for the holding of outdoor street meetings 
this Summer in Brooklyn, siueens and Manhattan, 

[ stated in May, 19514 that WEISS 
has been attempting to send TRUJILLO on a tour of 
Sou the a stem United States on behalf of the NRP and 
it is WEISS'S intention to utilize TRUJILLO for 
personal contacts with many persons who are known 
to be sympathetic with National Socialism in an 
effort to secure additional members for the NRP as 
well as financial support. 


|_also indicated WEISS had expressed 

the desire to sent TRUJILLO to Europe to visit 
Germany, Spain, Sweden and possible the Middle East 
for the similar purpose of contacting persons 
sympathetic toward National Socialism. 

The informant stated WEISS indicated 
he would be willing to spend fyl,000 for this trip 
which,it is contemplated, would take place after 
TRUJILLO returns from his United States tour,

activities appear to be furnished by WEISS, although the 
Party does receive small contributions from other 
individuals. He stated WEISS pays for all the publishing 
costs of NRP literature and, in addition, gives a considerable 
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amount of money to MADOLE and TRUJILLO for the work 
that they do for the Party as well as for their own 
personal living expenses. He stated that WEISS also 
pays the rent on MADOLE 1 S apartment in New York 
inasmuch as Party meetings are being held the^e and 
WEISS also paid a considerable amount of the purchase 
price of a motorcycle which TRUJILLO purchased in 
May, 195>1] in contemplation of his United States tour. 

I I further indicated that JAMES SHELTON 
was furnishing money to TRUJILLO for his work in the 
Party and for information which TRUJILLO supplied him 
concerning activities in the Party, 

I I stated in October, 1954 that the 
NRP Headquarters continues to be at 10 West 90th Street, 
New York City, as MADOLE has been unsuccessful in 
obtaining a permanent headquarters or a permanent 
meeting hall for the Party. 


He stated that the 'principal' activity 
of the Party during the past several months had been 
in holding public meetings s.t various hells in New 
York City. He also stated that these meetings had 
been held under the name Patriots for Me Carthy end 
approximately 600 cards we^e mailed out- announcing 
these meetings.

He also indicated that during the 
meeting held at MADOLE'S apartment on September 16, 
195*4 MADOLE had set forth an outline of a plan to 
increase the Party membership and improve its 
financial position, Mil DOLE stated they would start 
working with 25 block leaders and that each leader 
would select 25 members for his group. MADOLE 
explained that each member selected would be required 
to contribute s.i»00 per month for membership and an 
additional 1-1.00 to join the NRP. He stated that in 
the future they could produce as many as 50 block 
leaders, 


The informant added, however, that 
nothing further concerning this plan has been done 
and it is evident that such a plan would not be 
workable for the NRP. 

□ also indicated that MADOLE had 
stated that the MRP would soon have to cease using the 
name of Senator MC CARTHY in mailing out invitations 
to its public meetings inasmuch as the Jewish organiza¬ 
tions were nutting pressure on MC CARTHY to denounce 
the NRP. 


MADOLE also indicated that it would be 
increasingly difficult to obtain meeting halls if they 
were unable to use MC CARTHY*S name. 
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1 | also stated that MADOLE had been 

visited by men bcrs of the New York State Joint 
Legislative Committee on rities and Philanthropic 
Organizations * Hv*ho'* were accompanied by a New York 
State Trooper and they had asked many questions about the 
MRP including the names of its contributors and the 
amounts contributed.

1 I stated in January, 1955 that the 
NRP continues to maintain its headquarters at Apartment 8, 
10 West 90th Street, New York City, the apartment of 
JAMES MADOLE. He stated that the Party now uses the 
railing address of Post Office Box 137, Planetarium 
Station, New York 2l\, New York. He stated the principal 
activities of the Party during the pest three months 
has been the holding of public meetings under the name 
Patriots for Me Carthy and the mailing of various Party 
publications. He stated thst among those publications 
was the Party's answer to the House Un-American Activi¬ 
ties Committee Report, the January, 1955 issue of the 
"National Renaissance Bulletin" and various other announce¬ 
ments of meetings to be held by the Party. 

The New York "Times" dated December 1$, 

195k carried a story under the hadline "House Panel Aims 
at Hate Groups" in which it was stated that the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities was expected to 
approve a report striking at Neo-Fascist and extreme right 
groups. It further stated that a formal request was 
expected wit’in a week for the Attorney General to open 
grand jury proceedings against the NRP. 
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A preliminary report on Neo-Fascist and hate 
groups dated Lecember 17* 1954 was prepared and released 
by the Committee on Un-American Activities, United States 
House of Representatives, Washington, D.C. This report 
stated that the NRP, an avowed fascist organization* 
centers its activities on the dissemination of Fascist 
propaganda through the Bulletin, other printed literature 
and through street corner oratory. It stated that the 
program and propaganda of the NRP is virtually borrowed 
wholesale from the Fascist and Nazi dictators, The 
conclusion of the Committee is that, although a decline 
in the Party's activities was evidenced in 1954 and the 
NRP’s influence is of a relatively restricted natube., 
however, "such organizations have no place In the American 
scene, and the full force of exposure and prosecution 
must be employed to eradicate them."

stated in January, 1955 that JAMES 
MADOLE had written an answer to this House Un-American 
Activities Report which was miire ographed and mailed to 
newspapers and members of the Party. Fortions of this 
letter are set out below: 

"National Renaissance Party Answers Cowardly Attacks By 
The House Un-American -activities Committee" 

"The House Un-American Activities Committee, 
conveniently forgetting the Communist mena.ee gnawing at 
America's vitals, launched a cowardly and totally unwarranted 
attack on the National Renaissance Party this week. Our 
party, whose only crime lies in the indoctrination of 
American youth with fanatical patriotism, Christian 
morality, and racial oride, was viciously accused of intent 
to overthrow the American government by force and violence. 
Absolutely no bearings were held before the committee and 
our organization was given absolutely no opportunity to 













defend itself. In fact nil precedent was broken by 
allowing the committee's staff report to leak out to the 
Press before it had even been approved by a majority and 
passed upon. 

"We should like to sum up our story as follows 

"1. Why did the committee pick on the National Renaissance 
Party rather than some of the larger, better financed 
right-wing organizations? 


"ANSWER: The NRP is the only extreme right-wing movement 

in America with p positive political, racial, 
and economic program to fit the needs of the masses on a 
bread and butter basis. Also, the NRP is the only 
nationalist movement in America to attract the national 
youth and workers. We have fought the Communists on their 
own grounds, the slum sections of New York, and very often 
won by using their own techniques against them. 


"The Nationalist movement in America has been 
constantly plagued with religious fanticism and antiquated, 
reactionary slogans such as: "Back To The Constitution", 
"Back To The Republic," and "Christ And Country". The 
American youth and workers are not interested_looking to 
the past when they mu3t live in the present and work toward 
the future. Whereas Fascism, National Socialism, and 
Palangism have offered their people a creative program 
based on the economic and racial needs of the youth and 
the workers; American Nationalism has attracted only the 
aged,backward looking, ana very often the mentally unstable 
elements of society. Therefore, in America, all radicals 
must turn to the extreme left or abandon political activity 
Thus American workers and our American youth become en 
easy prey for the Communist Party and its innumerable 
satellites. 












"The NRP with its radical program based 
on restoring racial and national pride to our people, 
with its uniforms and lightning bolt banners has filled 
a vital need for our people. x or this reason the old 
parties based on tradition and reactionary conservatism 
look upon us as a threat rather than as their logical 
successors. When every selection shows a growing public 
apathy towards elections and their results; is it possible 
that these decrepld parliamentarians expect their mad 
avarice for gold and votes to perpetuate them in office 
forever? I'he' Republican and .Democratic Parties have 
combined to betray the interests of the American people. 
Both are internationalist in word and deed. 


"These traitorous political hacks know 
full well that given half an opportunity, the American 
people would vote them out of office and indict many of 
them'for outright treason. Hence they fear a party based 
on the doctrine of racial nationalism as the Devil fears 
Holy Water. 


II. Does the National Renaissance Party plan or conspire 
to overthrow the United States Government? 

"ANSWER: Absolutely no; and we defy any gang of vote 

hustling Washington'politicians to prove 
otherwise. 


Apparently the Democrats and Republicans 
feel that they should have f complete monopoly over 
American politics and that all parties based on different 
world viewpoints should be hounded out of existence. 

We believe the American people should have the right to 
vote against the perpetuation of the parliamentary system 
if they so desire. do not advocate the violent over¬ 

throw of any government since any political- realist can 
clearly see that such a move would play directly into 
the open arms c^f the Communist Internetione.le • 
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"Our slogan repeated at many of'our street 
meetings Has been: "ballots, not bullets". As for our 
orogram, and particularly the controversial point 8 which 
calls for the abolition of parliamentary government and 
the substitution of government by a trained national- 
minded elite, it is no more radical than that of the 
Socialist Workers Party, which appears perenially on the 
New York State ballot. Since when has it become illegal 
to present a non-democratic program to the American 
electorate. How does this violato the Smith ~ct? When 
has an NRP official ev«r called for a violent overthrow 
of the American Government? Who let this report leak 
out to the Press before the committee chairman ha.d even 
seen it? Why has our movement been openly accused of 
subversion without o hearing by this committee? Have 
these politicians adopted the Moscow methods of their 
alleged Red enemies to silence their opponents? 

"In conclusion let us state that if 
Congress defines subversion as any activity detrimental 
to the welfare of the American people, they should 
immediately launch investigations of President Eisenhower, 
the U.S, Army, and, in conclusion, they should seriously 
investigate themselves, 

"We are urgently appealing to every 
friend and supporter of the National Renaissance Party 
to rush an immediate contribution, anonymous or other¬ 
wise, to party headquarters at once, we are on the firing 
line and in a position to do plenty of damage.

SHF.LDON which stated that the Neo-Nazi NRP had been 1 
camouflaging Its activities under the title Patriots 
for Me Carthy. 

The October, 1954 issue of "Expose" 
contained an article entitled "I am an American Fascist" 
by H. KEITH THOMPSON which gave a brief history of the . 
NRP as well as information that the Anti-Defnmation 
League and the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League were 
supporting the NRP with financial aid. 

JAMES H. SHELDON, Head of the Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League, New York City, was interviewed in 
July, 1954 and stated that it was difficult to estimate 
the size or importance of tte NRP but that he believed that 
it had several hundred supporters in the ^ew York area. 

He stated that about 50 or 75 people 
attend the Party's public meetings and that a great 
many people send in contributions to support the work 
of the NRP. He stated the Party has a large mailing 













list of many thousands of names which were used in 
sending out its literature and soliciting funds, 

, SHELDON stated that he had never 

furnished any money to the Party's support but that 
he had employedEMfANUEL TRUJILLO to report on the 
Party's activities. He stated he employed TRUJILLO v 
from October, 1953 to June, 195^ and undoubtedly 
some of the money which he had given TRUJILLO had been 
used for the Party's work. He stated, however, that 
TRUJILLO'S usefulness in the NLP was now at an end 
and he would no longer furnish money for the Party's 


FREDERICK WEISS was interviewed on 
September, 195^ and advised he fcnd first met J.-.MES 
FA DOLE. in 19i|6 and had been friendly with him since 
that time. He stated that during the past five years 
he had furnished between &500 and ^600 to MaDOLE" 
for the Party's use, but that he did not believe 
in the ideas advanced by the Party or in the methods 
which they used to advance the se ideas.

Motorcycle Lured Her Away 

Herz told the judge that Pat was

motorcycle. She left the other man. 

"He (Trujillo) rode her on the 
motorcycle all night in and around 
the city and she remained with him 
and lived with him from that point 
on at 64 Audubon Ave. for a period 
of five weeks, and that during that 
period of time he had sex relations 
with her 70 or 80 times," Herz 
said. * 

"Seventy or 80 times, did you 
S&y.V Judge Valente interrupted. 

Herz Outlines Trujillo Story 

“Yes," Herz said, then continued 
with: 

"I am prepared further to prove 
by this witness, air, that on the 
11th of March, 1955, he had a con¬ 
versation with Patricia Ward, or 
Sandra Wisotsky, the complaining 
witness in this case, and that prior 
to that, at his apartment, 54 Au¬ 
dubon Ave., ho had equipped the 
apartment with sound recording de¬ 
vices, which he had procured from 
Mr. Stelljes (Arthur R. Stelljes, a 
defense lawyer) and that a tape 
recording of everything that was 
said at the apartment that night 
was made. 

“During that recording she, in 
substance, said to him that if he

Jelke is charged with compelling, 
enticing, inducing and procuring 
her to lead the life of a prostitute, 
and Put told how Mickey proposed 
marriage to her, then propositioned 
her to become his dollar-dotl.

The defense called eight wit¬ 
nesses. 

Mickey is charged with com¬ 
pulsory prostitution on two counts, 
the second involving Marguerite 
Cordova, a former hatched; girl, 
and he faces a maximum of 40 
years in prison if found guilty—20 
years on each count.

Unless checked 
by exposure and education they again may grow strong 
enough to subject the nation to a bath of-hate.

But it did turn the spotlight on-the prewar hate 
ring. It hampered—temporarily—th^ operations of 
its leaders, including some who were not named in the

Today a surprising number—older, some seedier 
but unreformed—are back spreading.hate..Others have 
faded into oblivion, cV- . ‘

, Now he. operates from Los Angeles. He recently 
reported that 45 of 104-contributions of over §100 he 
received.came from California, 
i Spith. currently confines . most of his rabble- 
.rousing to the West .Coast. But h.e also roams the 
country as the self-anointed go-between of the hate 
fraternity—living in the best hotels and sometimes 
traveling ‘‘incognito.’’

He stated the NRP held a meeting on 6/3/55 at the 
Avalon Studios at 220 West lj.3rd St., NYC, which was attend) 
by about 35 persons. He stated those indicated as present 
were LOUIS MOSTACCIO, JOSEPH BRANDT, a former investigator 
for Professor JAMES SHELDON, FNU DACCI, tftJET MERTIG, Miss 
ALLEN, a friend of JAMES MADOLE, CHARLES SMITH and FNU 
HASSAN, a press attache to Egypt's UN Delegation. 

The informant stated that JAMES MADOLE, leader 
of the NRP, made his general remarks in which he called 
President EISENHOWER, TRUMAN and FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT, 
subversive and traitors and announced that it was the duty 
of his party to elect a government "of the elite" and 
do away with the Jewish dominated government in Washington 
MADOLE also spoke concerning the US foreign policy in Arab 
countries and said the Arabs would join with Russia if 
Palestine was not returned to them. 


The informant stated that HASSAN also spoke 
concerning the Arab question and IfURT MERTIG spoke 
on national elections. He said tnat DACCI, a notorious anti- 
vivlsectionist, spoke against the Salk vaccine.
